query-based statistics for a workload and generating at least one statistics collection task 
using the query-based statistics identification module, the consolidation module, and the task 
generation module of Fig. 1. The application 70 (Fig. 1) receives a workload 64 comprising 
queries which are, or can be, executed by the RDBMS 62. In the application 70 (Fig. 1). the 
query-based statistics identification module 72 is invoked for each query of the workload 64. 
The query-based statistics identification module 72 identifies query-based statistics for each 
query and provides the query-based statistics 74 for each query to the consolidation module
